NO AFFIRMATIVE RESULT. 


Different Books Voted On, None 
Receives Necessary 11, and 
the Board Adjourns for 
Four Weeks. 


The lie was twice passed at the meeting of 
the Chicago Board of Education last night; 
board members were charged with “ wire 
Pulling’ and “cabaling ™ instead of seeking 
to coneerve the best interests of the schools; 
and for the first time in two decades the 
schoo] trustees were brought to a white heat 
over religious and political differences. 

The meeting was the lo tand the storm- 
lest the board had held for along time. For 
four hours and a half no other subject but 
the question of adopting a new-set of school 
readers for the next year was discussed, 
without affirmative result. 


Charges and Counter Charges. 

During those four and a half hourechargées 
and counter charges were made. Trustee P. 
Shelly O'Ryan, leading the opposition 
against the Macmillan series of readers, de- 
clared his colleagues on the board had been 
holding caucuses, working for votes, and 
wire pulling In the “ Interests of certain pub- 
Neations”’ instead of soberly weighing the 
comparative merits of the different books on 
@ basis of educational value. 

Mr. O’Ryan sald the Macmillan Child Life 
readers contained stories which were an in- 
sult to every Roman Catholic in Chi 
die criticised mainly Ruskin’s “ King of 
the Golden River.” He said that in that 
story a priest had been made to sell holy 
water—the belief tn which “is the most 
eacred, the most beautiful in the church 
creed." 

The O’Ryan speech was answered sharply 
by other members of the board. 


Adjournment for a Month. 


After every effort had been made by the 
advocates of the Rand, McNally books—neow 
in use—to delay action, votes were taken 
on the four sets recommended by the specia! 
text book committee. The voting falled to 
result In the adoption of any book, none re- 
ceiving the required eleven votes. 

At 12:45 o'clock this morning the board aé- 
journed for four weeks without adopting a 
reader, and with a prospect of the Chicago 
public schools opening for the fall term with- 
out any reading books for the children—the 
result of the determination of twenty-one 
persons to “‘ choose” instead of leaving the 
choice to the superintendent. 


The different series of readers were voted 
on in the order that they happened to be 
nameéd.in the report of the special text book 
committee. The Jones readérs, published by 
Ginn & Co., were the first. The vote stood 
8 for and 15 against, as follows:

Chief Fire Marshal Horan worked until 12 
o'clock last night trying to get enough men 
downtown into the first battalion to initiate 
at 6 o’clock tonight the double platoon sys- 
term. 

It was about the hardest job the chief ever 
has tackled judging from his heated appear- 
ance and from the way he worked at the 
telephone, calling up the outlying stations. 

“JT am almost ready to start ‘er going to- 
morrow night,”’ he said at the conclusion, 
* but it is Hike one man against a whole de- 
partment.” 

‘There may, or there may not, be 4 ma- 
jority of two-platoonists in the fire depart- 
ment,” he wenton. “ My own impression Is 
that there is not. Atany rate I cannot find 
enough men to man the downtown companies 
under the new system.” 

Shows Tabulated Result. 

To substantiate this he pointed to the tab- 
ulated results of the referendum, which has 
just completed: . 

“There are 140 men in the first battalion, 
covering the district between the river, 
Twelfth street, and the lake,"’ he said. “I 
have heard from 100 of those men and find 
40 of them opposed te it Those men will 
have to be transferred to make wiuy for two 


platoonista. 
“On the general referendum I find that 


780 voted against it, 346 were favorable, and 


121 were either absent or noncommittal. 

“T am going to give this a fair trial be- 
cause the mayor wants it, but the friends 
of this innovation: are not giving me much 
help. As I said to one captain who og@me in 
this noon to beg off from ‘first battalion duty: 

«You're a two-platoonist all right enough, 
but you want it tried om the dog first. You 
don’t want to jump in when the thing is new 
and give it a square deal.’ 

“Now that’s the way with lots of them. I 
have had six firemen’s wives in asking me 
not to transfer their husbands downtown on 
the two-platoon system. They said they were 
living close to the engine houses, buying their 
own homes, and-all that, and did not want 
the change. However, I'll get it straightened 
out, I hope, by tomorrow morning. Then 
we'll start the new scheme tomorrow night.” 


Man Who Tried It Opposed. 
Twenty-two out of the twemy-six firémen 
in the First battalion stationed at Washing- 
ton and Franklin streets were vexed over 
t.

DON’T START GOLF TOO EARLY; 
NEVER QUIT IF YOU’VE BEGUN. 


Interesting Results from Inquiries of 
Experts and Amateurs Regarding 
Ages for Various Athletic Games. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Avg. 1.—When is a man too old 
to play golf? Dr. T. C. Allbutt, regius pro- 
fessor of physics at Cambridge university, 
recently issued the dictum. that the law 
ought to forbid any men playing the game 
before he is 35 years old, until which time 
he is capable of more vigorous athletics. Dr. 
Allbutt left it to be inferred that golf should 
only be regarded as a kind of last resort for 
those tottering down hill towards senility. 


The presentation of the golf problem in 


this form led to Inquiries among the beat 
known ‘exponents ay amateurs of British 
athletic games. Asa result the following has 
been compiled, repreeenting theories ae weil 
as practice: Cricket should be abandoned at 
40 years, football at 80, hockey at 85, lawn 
tennis by women at 4 and by men at 60, and 
rowing at 60.

Epidemic of Fever Threatens the 
7,000 Residents of Suburb. 


SEWAGE PUMPED FROM LAKE 


Intake Only Half Mile Out and Near 
Source of Contamination. 


Residents of Rogers Park are in grave 
danger of an epidemic of typhoid fever as 
a result of sewage laden drinking water 
furnished by the Rogers Park Water com- 


‘pany. The dangerous condition of the water 


was discovered yesterday through samples 
obtained by City Chemist. Hugo Jone, who 
reported the matter to Dr. Frank W. Reilly, 
assistant commissioner of health. 

Dr. Reilly, realizing the urgent necessity 
for action, ordered Mr. Jone to begin a 
most thorough investigation without delay 
with a view to discovering means for per- 
manent relief. 

The cause of the contamination is the 
sewage which empties into the lake from 
the Pratt avenue sewer, less than a mile 
south of the water company’s intake. 

Sewage from the Lunt avenue and Farwell 
avenue sewers also is in part responsible 
for the dangerous condition of the water. 
When the wind is from the southwest prac- 
tically all the sewage from the three sewers 
is carried into the lake past the water com- 
pany’s intake. 


Water Emits Strong Odor. 

So bad is the water that a sample of it 
bottled up and left standing for a day or 
two will emit a strong odor. A murky sedi- 
ment will sink to the bottom of the vessel, 
and, viewed under a microscope, the particles 
of sediment are seen to be sewage. Such par- 
ticles may contain vast numbers of typhoid 
germs. 

Nearly 7,000 persons use Rogers Park 
water and, therefore, are EDO to the 
danger. 

The gravest apprehension exists among the 
city health authorities as a result of the dls- 
covery, and Mr. Jone began: his investigation 
at once. He obtained the samples several 
days ago, after a number of complaints on 
the condition of the water had been made by 
residents of the suburb. 


Six Samples All Equally Bad. 

Six samples were taken from the hydrants 
at as many residences in different parts of 
the suburb. The water was taken to thecity 
laboratory where it was placed in battles 
and left for two days. When the bottles 
were opened and examined each sample 
showed almost an identical amount of sew- 
age, showing that practically every resident 
of Rogers Park who uses this water is ex- 
posed to typhoid fever and other disease 
germs. 

Mr. Jone is expected to have his report 
prepared in a week. It is believed he will 
recommend the closing of the Pratt, Lunt, 
and Farwell avenue sewers and the early 
completion of the Lawrence avenue sewer 
and pumping station. He probably also will 
ask that the water company be ordered to 
extend Ks intake several thousand feet 
farther from shore. At present the water 
is taken im through a sixteen inch iron pipe

E. W. Allison, wife of a doctor whotives at 
199 West Nimetieth street, New York, while 
hundreds stood by. dived into the river sev- 
eral times this afternoon in a vain effort to 
rescue from drowning, Milton Hull of Chi- 
cago, 19 years old. Mrs. Allison partially 
undressed? on the deck of the Christopher 
Columbus before she jumped into the water. 
Although she swam for some time around the 
spot and dived repeatedly, Hull's, body was 
recovered with grappling hooks. 

Then Mrs. Allison, unmindful of her wet 
clothes, took a leading part in trying to re- 
vive Hull, 

Hull was cleaning the side of the Chrigto- 
pher. Columbus of the Goodrich line, when 
about.8 o’clock this afternoon the scaffolding 
gave way and he fell into the water. Mrs. 
Ailison was in thé office of the Goodrich line 
reserving berths for her mother and herself 
to Mackinac island. She saw the crowds 
hurrying to the bridge and docks near the 
boat and rushed out to see what had hap- 
pened. 


Throws Off Clothes on Run. 


-Learning from. bystanders that Hull had 
fallen into the river, the young woman board- 
ed the boat to attempt a rescue. Unclasping 
her outer skirt and letting it fall to the floor, 
Mrs. Allison unlaced her shoes and tearing 
off her hat as she rushed on deck descended 
a rope ladder to find the body. When men 
from the whaleback, working from a small 
row boat, had secured the boy's body with 
grappling irons, she ascended to the deck. 
With her clothes dripping Mrs. AHNison again 
sought to save the boy's life and took part 
in the work of trying to revive him. She 
grasped his arms and attempted to produce 
artificial breathing and gave suggestions-to 
members of the crew and the ship’s officers 
who were present. 

When it was‘seen ‘that attempts to bring 
the boy te Hfe were useless, Mrs. Allison 
donned her skirt, put on her shoes and hat, 
and, going outside, called a cab and was 
driven home.

“I didn’t do anything worth menticning,”’ 
said Mrs. E. W. Allison at her father’s home 
three hours later. ‘‘ I‘am only sorry my at- 
tempt to save the young fellow was useless. 

“I tried to find the body where the men 
said he had falien into the water, but failed. 

**I am so sorry for the boy’s parents. Isn't 
it an awful thing to think of @ young man 
dying that way right at the béginning of his 
career? He looked like such a nice young 
fellow. 

“We did all we could to save his life, but 
our efforts were of no use.”’

Farmer Found Shot After Having Been 
Seen in Company with Strangers, 
Who Flee Scene of Murder. 


Gary, the steel trust’s new city, which has 
a population of 1,200 men living in tents, 
was the scene of a murder yesterday after- 
noon. Posses headed by the police of Ham- 
mond, Tolleston, and Crown Point, are hunt- 
ing two strangers who are suspected of the 
crime. 

John Lannan, a truck farmer, who lived 
two years ago in Jackson Park avenue, was 
found with two bullets in his head near 
the Wabash railroad tracks in Gary.

Joseph Turek, 40 years old, 1416 Clifton 
Park avenue, a laborer employed at the Bo- 
hemian National cemetery, was stabbed in 
the abdomen and probably fatally wounded 
when in Ashland avenue, between West 
Twelfth and West Fourteenth streets, last 
evening. Turek is in a critical condition at 
the county hospital.

Trouble Expected Satur- 
day from This Cause. 


(KINK IN LAW BARS MANY. 


Republican Signers of a Demo- 


crat’s Petition; or Vice Versa, 
Are Shut Out. 


An extraordinary amount of challenging 

. and bickering is expected in every precinct 

of contested districts, especially on the re- 

publican side, when the first test of the new 
primary law is made on Saturday. 

Particularly in the Sixth congressional] dis- 
trict, where there is personal as well as polit- 
ical opposition between the republican fac- 
tions, it is expected, and it is likely to be 
about as bad in the Second district, where 
Parker and Mann have conducted a cam- 
paign whicn has been quite as bitter-as the 
rou heen ames: contest, and considerably 
longer. 

In the Sixth district democrats always have 
been used in republican primaries, and they 
have contributed largely, directly and indi- 
rectly, to Congressman Lorimer’s reélections 
to congress. 

This year it is more difficult to get away 
with these little irregularities, but that will 
not prevent the attempts from being made. 
Hence the expectations of trouble. 


Where Law Will Cause Trouble. 

The law provides that no man is eligible 
te vote in the primaries of one party if he 
has signed the petition of a candidate of an- 
other. or if he has signed the petition of an 
independent candidate for nomination. Not 
much trouble is anticipated from the work- 
ing of the latter prohibition, but the former 
is easily a disturbance maker. 

When candidates were circulating their 

petitions for places on the primary ballots 
there was not a great deal of attention given 
to party lines. Both republicans and demo- 
crats took signatures as they could get them, 
and most of the signers were unaware that 
they practically were declaring their party 
affiliations when they signed. 
Im .the closely contested districts, such as 
the Second and the Sixth, republican, there 
has been a close overhauling of democratic 
petitions, and names of the signers have 
been furnished the challengers at the polling 
places where they will have to vote. 

If Jones, republican, in his good nature 
has signed the petition of Brown, democrat, 
Jones is barred ffom voting at the republican 
primaries if the Ghallengera have found his 
name on thé democratic petition and catch 
him asking for the white ballots. 

Or if Johnson, democrat, having signed a 
aemocratic petition, decides to turn repub- | 
lican for once and help a friend in the re- 
publican primaries he will find that he 
swapped horses in the middie of a stream if 
the challengers have posted themselves well. 

In districts such as the Sixth congressional 
"it is not anticipated that this challenging can 
go on without causing excitement. Hence 
the expectations of bickerings, if not worse. 


Where New Law Differs from Old. 


Some of the voters signed the petitions 
which were filed in anticipation of the pri- 
maries in April before the Supreme court 
Geclared the law unconstitutional and neces- 
sitated the passage of a new one by a special 
session of the legislature. The old law did 
not intend ‘that a democrat should sign a 
republican petition, or vice versa, but it did 
not provide the penalty which the new one 
carries. The new law validates the old 
petitiofis. The question then arises if their 
signers come under the same prohibition 
* as those who have signed petitions under the 
~new law. 

To bar a man for an act done before the 
passage of the law which- prohibits it would 
be plain enough retroactive legisiation, and 
Attorney General Stead ‘has overruled all 
constructions of the measure which sought 
to give it such an effect. For this reason 
‘it is not believed that any challenge of men 
who signed the old petitions will be sustained. 

Friestedt people have been especially active 
in examining democratic petitions and their 
challengers now are loaded with names of 
amen whom they propose to protest if they ap- 
pear at the polling places and ask for the 
white, republican, baliots instead of the 
light pink, democratic. They are firmly con- 
vinced that the democratic vote is the one 
they have the most to fear. 

It is easily credible that Lorimer's lieu- 
tenants will not stand for the disqualifica- 
tion of many of the supporters without mak- 
ing trouble, and indications point to brisk 
times. 

Two Bills Too Coy. 

To the Cisappointment of the humorousiy 
inclined patriots of the district it seems 
‘improbable that the Two Bills—Maeon and 
Lorimer—will appear on the same platform. 
Both are toocoy. If they had a year to run 
they might meet face to face unexpectedly 
in their turnings, but it would be by accident 
and they might be too surprised to speak 
if they did. 

In. reply ‘to Lorimer’s specific challenge 
asking Mason to appear at any of his re- 
maining’ meétings. the ex-senator replied 
that he did not want to make himself a target 
for any of Lorimer’s potato throwers and he 
advised Mr. Lorimer by. letter that Fred E. 
Coyne was prepared’ to furnish a hall for any 
of the remaining afternoons on neutral ter- 
ritory if the congressman would accept. 

In the Second district State Senator Par- 
ker winds up his campaign against Con- 
gressman Mann. tonight at Calumet hall, 
Sixty-third street, near Jackson park. 

By tomorrow night the various speaking 
camphigns all “will ‘be ‘finished.

MANN DECLARES HE SPENDS 
MORE THAN SALARY. 


Asserts He Depends Upon Law Part- 
mer to Make Up Deficiency—Attack 
Parker's Campaign Fund—Lorimer 
Still Wants Mason to Debate Him, 
and the Former Senater Again Re- 
fuses to Meet Before “Vegetable” 
Arguments,

By intimation Congressman James’ R. 
Mann, at his meeting last night in Boulevard 
hall, Forty-seventh street and Grand boule- 
vard, charged that the expenses of his op- 
ponent, Francis W. Parker, are being paid 
by the Standard Oi] company. and the pat- 
ent medicine manufacturers, both of which 
interests Mr. Mann declared he had antago- 
nized during his last two years in congress, 
Incidentally he said his salary in congress 
did not cover his expenses. 

Mr. Mann aiso took occasion to reply to 
a letter written by Mr. Parker and printed 
several days ago. The congressman denied 
he was a member of a machine; had engi- 
reered the mileage bill, or that he had used 
his franking privilege for anything but law- 
ful correspondence with his constituents. 


Mann Says He Loses Money. 

“When this campaign closes,"’ said Mr. 
Mann, “ whether I win or lose I shali be in 
debt. Every year I spend more than my gal- 
ary and depend upon my law partner to make 
up the deficiency. Last winter I could have 
taken large contributions from corporations 
for use in this campaign. These were re- 
fused. 

“ Now, Mr. Parker has spent, I venture to 
say, $25,000 in his campaign of vilification and 
abuse of me. I don’t know where he got the 
~money. Bome say he ie wealthy, but during 
the last ten years he has been a struggling 
lawyer the same as myself. 

** Tsay I don’t know where the money comes 
from, but I do know that I offended some 
great interests in Washington during the 
last two years. The Standard Oil company 
sent representatives to Washington to defeat 
the rate legislation, and when they found 
they could not Wrowbeat me into favoring 
them they threatened to defeat me. 

“ Last winter during the pure food bill 
agitation we got into a controversy with the 
patent medicine manufacturers. I don’t 
know whether they are contributing to my 
opponent's campaign fund, but I know they 
would have contributed to mine quickly 
enough if I had yielded to their wishes.” 


Lorimer Challenges Once More. 

A challenge to “* Battling Billy "" Mason to 
debate the “ vegetable argument ” question 
was issued by “ Blond Bill’’ Lorimer in his 
speech at Oakley hall, 928 West Madison 
street. In addition to this new challenge the 
“ blond boss "’ of the Sixth district reiterated 
‘his former challenges to Caniidate Friestedt 
and ex-Senator Mason to debate the meat in- 
spection question. 

“I have invited all sorte of discussion 
on these subjects, but it is the old gstory—the 
demagogues are afraid to face the truth,” 
said Lorimer.’

The candidate spoke with 
difficulty, but he succeeded finally in mak- 
ing himself heard. He said he was fighting 
harder than ever now to win against Con- 
gressman Lorimer because of anonymous 
and threatening letters which he had re-~ 
ceived. 

“Threats can’t scare me,” he declared, 
** and I intend to stick to the finish, for I am 
paying my own expenses.’ 

Mr. Mason, who followed Mr. Friestedt, 
made no effort to conceal his indignation 
at the disturbances. 

“For twelve years,”’ he said, “no one has 
dared to say anything against Lorimer, but 
what he was howled down or mobbed or 
struck by cabbages and other vegetables.

State Convention Will Meet at Buffalo 
on Sept. 25—Hearst Men Claim 
Victory. 


New York Aug. 1.—[Special.}—The demo- 
eratic state convention.will be held in Buffalo 
on Sept. 25. The time and place were an- 
nounced by the democratic state committee 
today after a meeting lasting just six min- 
utes. 

The proceedings at the meeting of the 
committee were purely formal because it 
had been arranged beforehand at confer- 
ences between the conservative element and 
the Hearst men that there should be no test 
of strength between the two factions. A 
compromise was effected on the basis that 
no move should be made by the Hearst men 
to hold Cord Meyer, chairman of the com- 
mittee, to his announced intention to resign, 
and that the wish ofthe radicals to have the 
convention held in Buffalo should be acreded 
to, and that Charlies F. Murphy should name 
new state committeemen to fill two vacan- 
cies.

Sought Under Any New Form.

Members of the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation are warned in a statement issued 
yesterday by the secretary of the organiza- 
tion, John M. Gienn, to view the Chicago 
Telephone company with suspicion. Accord- 
ing to Secretary Glenn, the company fs “ art- 
ful” in seeking to avoid reduction of rates, 
the return of money due subscribers and ille- 
gally held by it, and in its efforts to obtain a 
new franchige. The statement reads in part: 

“In reply to a written demand by Mayor 
Dunme thet the company return to sub- 
scribers all the money Illegally held it has 
stated it will return only the money paid 
since January, 1902. The corporation ad- 
mits that the money since that date in ex- 
cees of $125 belongs to the subscribers and 
artfully tries to give the impression that 
Mayor Dunne thinksits position equitable. 


All Excess Should Be Refunded. 

“If the money in excess of $125 collected 
since January, 1902, belongs to the sub- 
ecriber, and the courts have held the com- 
pany had not the right to charge more, then 
all the money collected since the company 
discovered a way to get around the provis- 
lions of its ordinance also belongs to those 
who paid it. 

“It now announces a reduction in rates. 
Insist that you get the benefit and that your 
branch exchange service is within the reduc- 
tion. It should be % per cent or more. 
Don't agree to let the company off with 25 per 
cent and then sign a contract for five years. 
Under no circumstances sign a contract be- 
yond one year.” | 


Statement by President Wheeler. 

President Wheeler said that Secretary 
Glenn's letter was calculated to cause the 
members of the Manufacturers’ association 
unnecessary worry. 

“We are not seeking contracts under any 
new form,” he said. ‘' Our ‘contracts are 
being made on the same basis as ever—for a 
period of one year and until terminated by 
notice. We are making different rates ac- 
cording to service. We allow 60 per cent 
reduction on switchboards, 20 per cent on 
measured service; and reasonable rates at 


all times.”’ 


NATIONAL DEBT $973,856,701. 


Increase During July, $0,421,114, 
Due te Decrease in Cash on Hand— 
Cash Balance, $319,963,941. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 1—The monthly 
statement of the public debt, issued today. 
shows that at the close of. business July 31, 
1906. the debt, less cash in the treasury, 
amounted to $973,856,801, which is an in- 
crease for the month of $9,421,114. The in- 
crease is largely accounted for by the de- 
crease in the amount of cash on hand. The 
recent issue of Panama bonds does not ap- 
pear in the July statement. The debt is re- 
capitulated as follows: 

Interest bearing debt, $805,159,000; debt on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,126,585; debt bearing no interest, $397,- 
585,067; total, $1,203,820,742. 


Declares Notice Will Cause Unnec- | 


Information Given Out—Police Try 
to Secure Alleged Assailant, but 
Are Refused by Naval Authoritics— 
Decedent Said to Have Attempted 
Escape After Arrest for Drinking 
and to Have Been Knocked Down. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 1.—Private Duer of the 
detachment of United States marines sta- 
tioned at the Charlestown navy yard was 
killed tonight by a blow, said to have been 
struck by Acting Corporal Jenkins. Jenkins 
was arrested by the naval officials, charged 
with causing the death of Duer. 

Upon learning of the occurrence the city 
police dispatched a patrol wagon with a 
sergeant and two patroimen tothe navy yard 
to bring the prisoner to the police station. 


Tell Police to°Go away. 

When the officers arrived at the yard they 
were told by naval officials that inasmuch 
as the trouble occurred on government prop- 
erty the city police had no jurisdiction in 
the matter, and ordered them to return to the 
police station, even withholding from them 
the details of the killing. 

Duer had been drinking and was arrested 
by a patrol of marines. 

There is no definite information obtainable 
as to how Duer was killed. 

Corporal Strikes Him Dead. 

One version is that while being escorted 
to the guardhouse Duer attempted to es- 
cape. Jenkins, it is alleged, struck Duer and 
the latter dropped to the ground and expired 


immediately. 
Another version is that when he attempted 


to escape his captor, Jenkins grabbed him 
about the throat and struck his head agafnst 
the brick wall of the guardhouse, the blow 


causing death.

The open 
list is legal in Illinois, and by failing to re- 
port this fact the committee has failed to 
do its duty. It was misied by some lawyer. 

‘Por reasons I can’t explain, reasons 
which perhaps cannot be explained, that 
committee was induced to recommend one 
book. You will have all the trouble in the 
world if for some sinister political reason you 
have a poor book foisted on the children of 
Chicago. Most of our children have to de- 


| pend largely on their readers for their edu- | 
cation. 


We are educating foreign born 
parents through their children, and our read- 
ers must contain the essence of good citigen- 


ship. 

“his text book question here has ceased 
to be a question of books or of the best in- 
terests of the children, and has become a 
question of votes.

Post Opposes Delay. 

Trustee Post declared delay would mean 
only more cabaling and ** hemming and haw- 
ing,’ and urged the board to act. Trustee 
Kuflewski presented a resolution calling on 
the board to publish its own Books and fixing 
the prices at which they should be sold to 
the pupils. The resolution was referred to 
the special text book committee as a means 
of getting rid of it, and Trustee Sonsteby 
moved that the board proceed to vote on the 
four sets of readers in the order named in 
the report of the special committee. After 
a half hour of wrangling or oratory, during 
which Trustee Harding moved that the Rand- 
McNally readers be dropped before any ac- 
tion was taken, and after Trustee Hayes 
had made three more vain attempts to delay 
action, the vote on the Jones, the Graded 
Literature, and the Wheeler readers was 
taken as shown in the foregoing. 

Before a vote could be taken on the Child 
Tdfe series, published by the Macmillan cOm-- 
pany, Trustee O’Ryan demanded the right 
to be heard. He asked that the rule confin- 
ing speakers to five minutes each be set 
aside for his benefit, as he wanted to speak 
to a point of personal privilege. Trustee 
Harding attempted to prevent O’Ryan from 
getting unlimited time, but failed. 


O’Ryan Says He Has Been Attacked. 

“T received a communication from the 
Macmillan company this. morning,’’ began 
Trustee O’Ryan, gradually raising his voice, 
“a doubtful honor and one I do not wish 
repeated.”” He then declared he had been 
attacked in the letter and charged with in- 
sincerity in the- book fight. He commented 
on the fact that the board had hesitated to 
allow him ample time in which to defend 
himself, although it had accorded every 
courtesy to the Macmillan representatives 
and allowed them to assail his veracity in his 
absence. 

Mr. O’Ryan then launched into an arrkign- 
ment of the Macmillan company, its meth- 
ods and its readers. It was the bitterest ar- 
raignment ever made in the rooms of the 
board. At the outset he charged the com- 
pany with lying in making its representa-~ 
tions to the school board and with attempt- 
ing to steal from the public treasury by 
charging exorbitant prices for its books. 

“ And now for the books,’’ shouted Trustee 
O’Ryan, “in the first place they are un- 
American. I find that American authors 
are systematically boycotted in them. They 
are vicious, demoralizing. Columbus is not 
even mentioned in them, nor Washington, 
nor Lincoln. They are English from the 
first page to the last. 

“They teach snobbery, slavishness, and 
toadyism. They are fit only for Anglo-man- 
acs. %*The lessons in them teach childrem 
oruélty, thievery, murder. They teach them 
to hate the sun, to hate the wind. The gods- 
pel of hate runs clear through the books, 
It’s damnable—the doctrine of this book. It 
teaches vengeance in this age of kindness 
and brotherhood.’’ 


Insult to Catholics. 

Trustee O’Ryan then watked forward in 
the aisle, and, turning to the galleries, de- 
clared that the books were an insult against 
the Catholics of Chicago. 

‘In matters of religion I know of no such 
thing as intolerance,” he said. “ But I won't 
permit any creed to be insulted. We have 
only 
Protestants alike. And we would choose 
this book, The most sacred, the most beauti- 
ful, and the most simple belief of the Catho- 


as I find in this book is offered the Catholics 
I tell you a Cathaolic is ready to sacrifice his 
life. 

‘How are we ineulted in this vile, calum- 
nious, rotten publication. It contains a 
story ®y John Ruskin called the King of the 
Goléen River. In this story the greatest 
possible insult to a Catholic is given—the 
holy water is made a commercial! commod- 
ity. The child Is told it is sold by a priest.” 
Trustees Harding and Post replied vigor- 
gusly to Mr. O’Ryan and then the last vote

Trustee Harding Fails to Prevent 
Awarding of School Contract to 
Lowest Bidder. 


Bchool Trustee “John C. Harding, who is 
organizer for Typographical union No. 16, 
was defeated yesterday afternoon in his ef- 
fort to prevent the awarding of a blank 
book contract to the Hamburger Printing 
company, 86 Market street. He attacked the 
concern at the meeting of the school man- 
agement committee because it refused to ad- 
here to the eight hour rule among union 
printing houses. 

After an argument between Harding and 
Trustee Spiegel, who is not a member of the 
committee, but who was present, the Ham- 
burger company was awarded the contract. 
Trustee Harding then said he would present 
a resolution to the board asking that no con- 
tract be awarded a firm which does not live 


up to the eight hour agreement.

DIVORCE SYSTEM. | 


Favor Limited Separation, but : 
Not by Resort to Law 
Proceedings. 


TO SPREAD THE DOCTRINE 


Declare for Educating People to 
Way of Thinking of Their 
Church. 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., Aug. 1.—[{Special.}—The 
American Federation of Cathelic Societies 
closed its four days’ session today and went 
on record as to divorce in the following reso- 
lutions: 

“ As Catholics, we are steadfastly opposed 
to all forms of absolute divorce under any 
legislation by the state. This conviction we 
will not compromise as citizens. Though 
recognizing :.the fact that there is a strong 
sentiment in the community favoring divorce 
for serious cause, yet liberty of conscience is 
violated when the law compels the unhappy 
spouse seeking redress for domestic wrongs 
either to apply for absolute divorce, though 
this be opposed to the conscience of the 
ee or to remain without any redress 
at all. 

Limited Divorce Favored. 

“In extreme cases the remedy of a limited 
divorce—that is, a separation from bed and 
board—may be legitimately sought, so that 
property rights and the custody of children 
may be judiciously settled. on for 
such judicial separation ought to be made 
by those of the states which now have no 
such provision. 

* But even should the law permit absolute 
divorce for designated causes, the applicant 
opposed in conscience to such divorce should 
have the right to a limited divorce, as the 
applicant ought not to be coerced to appear 
in court as if denying his religious convic- 
tions. 

“ We feel it our duty and the duty of all 
Catholics to do what may be possible to edu- 
cate those not within the church to the doc- 
trine that under no circumstances should 
the parties who are lawfully married be per- 
mitted to remarry in the lifetime of either 
spouse, feeling sure that upon the preserva- 
tion of this institution monogamous and life- 
long rests the cornerstone of the highest and 
best civilization. ‘ 


Perceives Reform Coming. 

“We are gratified to know that public 
semiment is aroused to the evil tendency of 
the loose divorce laws of the different states 
of the union and we hail it as a most en-

The Rev. Father Hodnett Explains It. 


The Rev. Father Thomas P. Hodnett of 
the Church of the Immaculate Conception, 
when asked last night regarding the signifi- 
eance of the action of the Buffalo conven- 
tion, declared it to be entirely In line with 
the historic position of the church on the 
subject of divorce. 

“It means that the church recognizes the 
wisdom of allowing, in extreme cases, a legal 
separation from ‘ bed and board,’ ’’ he said.

“This is quite different from the conveh- 
tional idea of divorce in that {ft allows no re- 
marriage during the life of the divorced per- 
son, On that the church stands where it 
always has stood. The Buffalo convention, 
I am quite positive, has taken no new ground. 
Even this limited separation, according to 
the tenets of the church, can be allowed only 
for extreme causes, such as unfaithfilness, 
extreme cruelty, or dissolute ways.”’

IRON INDUSTRY IS PROSPEROUS. 


Present Conditions Remarkably Free 
from Unfavorable Features— 


Heavy Buying in Chicago. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 1.—[Speciel.]—The 
Iron Trade Review tomorrow will say: 

“The heavy specifying by nearly all users 
of tron and steel products is a promising 
feature of the present strong conditions. 


1 Much heavier contracting has characterized 


some other periods, but the tendency not to 
specify on contracts when business declines 
is well understood in the trade. When, jow- 
ever, specifications are received in the great 
volume in which they are now coming in 
there can beo doubt of genuine prosperity. 
One of the largest independent interests re- 
ports that in July the specifications received 
were the heaviest In any month in its exist- 
ence. This is only one of the many indica- 
tions that the steel corporation with ita 
unprecedented earnings has no monopoly 
on prosperity. 

‘* Present conditions are remarkably. free 
from. unfavorable features, but the time 
undoubtedly has arrived when it would be 
well to consider some quotations, especially 
on pig iron, with allowances. The high 
prices occasionally named generally come 
from concerns which have disposed of their 
products for the remainder of the year, al- 
though in some cases buyers have been will- 
ing to pay lUberally for prompt shipment. 

“In Chicago there has been heavy buying 
of foundry grades aggregating some 60,0UN 
tons. In all centers the market has been 
strong, with a tendency to advance.”’

Acquired by Great Northern 
Almost by Accident Expected 
to Net $200,000,000. 

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 1—([Special.}—Pure- 
ly by accident the Great Northern railway 
got into an fron ore business ten years ago 
which now brings in a revenue of $5,000,000 
annually and is expected eventually to en-

It bought 100 miles of ratiroad out of Du- 
luth simply because nobody else wanted it. 
Attached to this strip of road was a ter- 


minal company with ore docks at Superior, 


It also had a logging railway. The latter 
belonged to Saginaw people, who had cut 
all the timber off the lands which they regard- 
ed as worthless. 

The Great Northern bought these lands 
for a song and now they are found to be un- 
derlaid with rich iron ore de tse. These 
facts were testified to today by Vice President 
Farrington of the Great Northern before the 
state railroad mission. 

At the rate hearing today Attorney Mana- 
han, representing Hastings, Minn., shippers, 
charged that original books of the Great 
Northern had been padded with entries which 
ought not to have appeared in them. He 
demanded an investigation. This was after 
Controller Gray of the Northern Pacific had 
testified railroad earnings in Minnesota had 
decreased’ 11.44 per cent while they had in- 
creased 4.9 in Iowa and Illinois.
